One  ol  Dritkin'x  mmt  famout  skilurs  patsed 
into  ihc  realm  of  naval  hisiory  ibis  week 
when  Admiral  of  (he  Fleet  Lord  Keyes  died 
peacefully  a(  his  Lnglish  home  after  an  illness 
brought  on  by  fumes  from  a smoke  screen 
inhaled  while  watching  the  Leyte  landing 
in  the  Philippines  in  Olober.  1944.  a month 
after  he  was  a visitor  to  this  city 

1 ord  Keyes  was  in  (he  Nelson  tradition 
never  better  exemplified  than  by  the  Royal 
Navy  in  ihc  war  just  ended  Attack  wax  his 
motto,  and  in  ihr  course  of  a highly  dis- 
tinguished career  this  conception  of  naval 
strategy  found  in  him  a daring  and  successful 
advocate.  Kr  was  renowned  for  the  great  St. 
Cx'orgr's  Day  assault  on  Zeebrugge  in  1918 
which  blocked  (fiat  German-held  port,  and  in 
the  World  War  he  created  the  tamed  Com- 
mando forces  whose  initiative  and  boldness 
was  the  mainspring  of  (heir  triumphs  His 
cw'n  son  was  an  early'Commando  leader,  and 
w'on  a posthumous  Victoria  Crou  while 
displaying  his  inheritance  during  a raid  on 
Rommel'*  drsnt  headqoartm 

Admiral  Keyes  spent  his  entire  life  in  the 
Navy  tie  began  as  a hov  of  I ^ and  f«r  the 
next  60  years  was  an  active  exponent  of 
British  sea  power  It  was  at  Gallipoli  in  1 9 1 5 
that  he  i<x>k  part  in  Ins  first  amph*bious 
operation  when,  as  an  aggressive  young  com* 
modorc  and  chief  of  staff  of  (lie  naval  force 
employed,  he  sheplierdcd  ashore  the  troops 
who  made  that  historic  landing  Between 
wars  he  held  most  ol  the  principal  posts  open 
to  a distinguisfied  British  sailor,  and  came 
out  of  retirement  lo  serve  his  country  again 
m I9i9 

Vuiorians  who  fnard  fnm  address  the 
( anadian  Club  l>rre  before  he  went  to  (he 
Pacific  theatre  sff  ^'•>r  l^st  year  R'llI  remember 
him  as  one  who  lived  up  to  hts  reputation 
Modest  in  demeanor,  he  spoke  his  mind  with 
(Ik  candor  of  a sailor  to  whom  the  preserva- 
tion ol  adequate  naval  strength  at  all  limes 
was  j guiding  principle  of  defence  History 
will  accord  Lord  Keyes  a prominent  place 
among  iIk*  successors  of  the  great  LnglUh 
admiral  whose  traditions  he  resrred  and  sus- 
tained whh  unswerving  fidelity.

It  lias  sometimes  been  predicted  that  radio 
newscasts  would  inevitably  cut  into  the  cir- 
culation of  daily  newspapers  A Canadian 
newspapernusn  in  .Seattle  lately  ilecided  that 
this  fear  was  without  foundation.  For 
days  in  that  cilv  not  a single  issue  came  from 
fhr  presses  nf  its  three  papers  tied  down  by  a . 
strike  The  reporter  found  (lie  people  news- 
paper hungry  1 1sey  grabbed  up  eagerly 
papers  that  came  in  from  Victoria.  Vancouv- 
er San  f'rancisco  or  New  York  Not  only 
were  all  these  hastily  purchased,  but  many 
people  turned  away  from  the  nrws  stands 
disappointed  (hat  they  could  not  secure  a 
topy  I ven  iilile  suburban  pa|Wrs  from  Bal- 
lard and  Mount  Rainier  were  eagerly  bought 

Not  only  current,  but  past  and  apparently 
out-dated  papers  were  readily  sold  such  as 
month  old  copies  of  Canadian  and  American 
publications.  Not  only  that,  but  people  who 
receive  papers  from  home  towns  in  different 
parts  oT  the  United  States  were  sought  after 
by  friends  ami  neighbors,  hungry  for  the 
printed  page  Children,  particularly,  seemed 
to  feel  (he  loss  ol  the  comic  strips,  and 
anyone  who  opened  up  a "funnv  paper  ' in  H 
street  car  or  restaurant  would  be  likely  to 
find  a dozen  youthful  eyes  peering  over  his 
simuider  One  could  walk  into  store  after 
store  and  find  not  a single  copy  of  a news 
maga/ine 

It  IS  another  illustration  of  the  fact  that 
deeply  roiued  habits  arc  not  soon  overcome 
Radio  news  must  often  be  condcn.scd  into 
fifteen  minutes  while  the  man  with  a news- 
paper by  his  fireside  has  time  to  Kan  it  at 
leisure  and  decide  what  will  interest  him  and 
what  will  not  There  is  also  space  for  detail 
that  (he  radio  cannot  afford  and  since  general 
television  has  not  vet  arrived,  pictures  enhance 
the  interest  o4  printing  'I  he  art  of  printing 
has  been,  and  still  remains,  one  of  the  greatest 
gifts  of  genius  to  civilization  Mankind  has 
been  inured  to  it  for  centuries,  and  the  time 
when  radio  or  anv  other  device  can  entirely 
replace  it  still  seems  far  distant
